RACING BILLS 
ARE DEFEATED 


Senate Vote of 25 to 25 Kills 
Hughes’s Measure—Extra 
Session Probable. 


FIGHT ONLY BEGUN—-HUGHES 


Unsuccessful Attempt to Keep 
Fancher Away from the Sen- 
ate Until Too Late to Vote. 


NEW YORK TURFMEN HAPPY 


Mwy Fight Is Ended, as Hughes Cannot 
Get Enough Votes on Spe- 
cial Session.

ALBANY, N, Y:, April 8.—With the vote 
standing 25 to 25, a tie, and thus one vote 
short of the majority required by the 
constitution, the Senate to-day defeated 
the measures embodying the Gov- 
ernor’s recommendations for the abolition 
of race-track gambling. 

Gov. Hughes, after the result had been 
ennounced, issued a statement, in which 
he made it clear that he would renew his 
fight for the proposed reforms. No de- 
tafls In connection with his programme 
were divulged, but it is understood by his 


friends that he will order a special elec- 
tion to fili the seat of Senator Stanislas 
P, Franchot of Orleans and Niagara, who | 
died recently, and then cal] an extra ses- 
sion of the Legislature. The Governor | 
.and his legal adviser, Mr. Sanford, are at 
work considering the plan this evening. 

Here is the statement issued by the| 
Governor: 

“Tt is impossible to believe that the 
people will permit the plain mandate of 
the Constitution to be ignored. The con- 
test has not ended. It has only begun. 
It will continue until the will of the people 
has been obeyed.” 


Chanler to the Rescue, 


After the final vote had been taken 
Tdeut. Gov, Chanler aided the friends of 
the proposed reforms in winning the oniy 
victory they achieved, by voting with 
them to table a motion to reconsider the 
vote by which the bills had beon defeated. 
Senator Grad-, the minority leader of the 
opposition forces, pressed for immediate 
action on the motion, depending on the 
Lieutenant Governor, who has the casting 
vote on a tie in a proceding of that na- 
ture, to vote with the Democrats. 

Senator Grady was angry at the action 
of Lieut. Gov. Chanler. While there is | 
little hope that the vote may be changed 
on reconsideration, his action will make It 
possible to revive the fight on the bills, 
the fate of which, had he voted the other 
way, would have been sealed irrevocably, 

The decision in the Senate was greeted 
by a ragged yell from the galleries, which 
were packed with a.crowd in which 
abounded the types generally seen on 
the race tracks. On the floor of the 
Senate, where the friends of Senators 
of the opposition stood five deep behind 
the forum rail, an attempt was made to 
start a demonstration, which was sternly 
suppressed by Lieut, Gov, Chanler. 

Senator Raines, the Republican leader 
on the floor, moved to have the galleries 
and floor of the Senate cleared of all ex- 
cept the members and the newspaper 
correspondents, but withdrew his motion 
after Senator Grady, who led the fight on 
the bills, had protested. 

To-night the victory of the racing ele- 
ment is being celebrated by adherents 
who came up from New York. 


Vote on the Bills. 


The final vote on the bills stood as fol- 
lows:

These Republicans voted to defeat the 
bills: Burr of Suffolk, Cassidy of Schuyler, 
Emerson of Warren, Gilchrist of Kings, 
Grattan of Albany, Knapp of (Clinton, 
Wemple of Schenectady, and Wilcox of 
Cayuga. 

The taking of the final vote was pre- 
ceded by a bitter debate and incidents 
more stirring than any seen at Albany 
since the day when the Eighty-Cent Gas 
bill was defeated. Mrs. Hughes, who oc- 
cupled a seat in the Senate Chamber 
when the session began, left before the 
debate on the race track bills. She es- 
caped listening to a bitter attack on her 
husband by Senator Grady, who, in his 
opening speech, expressed doubt as to 
the honesty of Gov. Hughes. All day 
long the agents of the race track interests 
lobbied in the corridors and precincts of 
the Senate. 

Fancher Decoyed Away. 


One sensational incident connected with 
the final stage in the long struggle was 
the detention of Senator Albert T. Fancher 
of Chautauqua at a private house in 
Albany, whither he had been decoyed last 
night by a person said to be closely alliea 
with the opposition to the bills. 

The absence of Senator Fancher, who 
was known to be in favor of the bills, 
when the debate began, and a subsequent 
search and discovery of his whereabouts 
by the Sergeant at Arms of the Senate, 
assisted by members of the local detective 
force, led to the disclosure of the cir- 
cumstances surrounding this sensational 
episode. 

According to the story told by the Sen- 
ator himself he returned to the Hotel 
Ten Eyck, where he stays, about 100’clock 
last night after taking dinner with some 
triends. He found ‘waiting a request that 
he call up a certain number on the 'phone. 
When he did so, he was urgently invited

During the. afternoon Miss 
Marlowe became much affected, and to- 
night sent word to the manager of the 
Lyceum that she was. too ill to appear.

BOSTON, Mass., April 8.—Mrs. Clara

Brother Joseph Used Water from 
Shrine to Relieve Mastoilditis. 


Brother Francis Joseph, ‘head of the 
Christian Brothers of the Roman Cath- 
olic Church in the East, was stricken 
with mastoiditis several months ago and 
taken to St, Vincent’s Hospital, where 
the surgeons told him that it would be 
necessary to perform an operation. He 
declined to consent to the operation, and 
after being four months in the hospital 
was taken to another institution, where 
he received further treatment, 

At this institution also the surgeons 
thought.that an operation. would be neces 
sary to save Brother Joseph's life, but 
still he would not consent, hoping that a 


cure could be effected without resorting | 
Later he was removed to) 


to the knife. 
St. Francis’'s Hospital, where medical 
treatment was administered without avail, 
and again an operation was suggested as 
the only means of relieving him. Still he 
refused to be operated on. 

On March 17 James E. Doherty, a mem- 
ber of the Society of St. Vincent de Paul, 
learned of Brother Joseph’s trouble and 
carried to the hospital a bottle of water 
from the famous shrine of Our Lady 
of Lourdes, in France, and suggested 
that it be used on Brother Joseph. This 
was done. Officials of the hospital say 
that an improvement was immediately 
noticed, and on March 19 Brother Joseph 
appeared to have been entirely relieved 
of his trouble. 

He is so confident that the water was 
the means of his regaining his health that 
he has left for Paris to make a pilgrim- 
age to the shrine of Our Lady of Lourdes 
to show his gratitude. 

March 19 was St. Joseph’s day. St. 
Joseph is the patron saint of Brother Jo- 


seph. 
RIVAL LABORERS IN BATTLE. 


Itallans and Poles In a Fierce Struggle 
at Linden (N. J.) Oil Works.

ELIZABETH, N. J., April 8.—One man 
was shot and reveral score badly bruised 
and battered in a pitched battle between 
500 Poles and about 100 Italians near the 
Standard Oil refineries now in course of 
construction at Linden, on the outskirts 
of this city, this morning. All were seek- 
ing jobs as laborers, and each faction 
thought the other was trying to get ahead 
of it. 

The fight started shortly after 7 o’clock. 

The Italians, forming under Giuseppe 
Compti, who, it is said, was at one time 
an officer in the Italian Army, made a 
stand behind an elevated spur of the 
Baltimore & Ohio Railroad which runs 
through Linden. They flanked the Poles, 
but were repulsed. Bricks, stones, and 
all sorts of missiles were employed and 
scores were hurt. As they fell out they 
were carried off to their little shacks in 
the settlements near by. 

Some of the Italians finally drew guns 
and opened fire. One or two of the Poles 
had guns. Incenzo Ricotelli, as far as 
could be ascertained, was the only one hit 
by a bullet. He was shot in the thigh and 


badly wounded. The Poles gave up the! 


fight when reinforcements began arriving 
for the Italians, and the fight was prac- 
tically over when police from this city 
reached the scene. 

The authorities in Linden will probably 
ask the Sheriff for protection. About 2,000 
men are working on the refineries now. 


No more laborers are needed, it was said 
by Supt. Black to-day, but thousands con- 


tinue to apply.

WEDDING THIS FALL 


King’s Consent ‘Was Given Last 
Summer Before the Duke 
Made His Proposal. 


NO OBSTACLES TO MARRIAGE 


Miss Elkins In Due Time Will Embrace 
the Catholic Faith—WiII Be No 
Question as to Money.

WASHINGTON, April 8.—No person in 
Washington society shows less outward 
concern regarding the cable dispatches 
from Rome reporting the family confer- 
ence of the house of Savoy about the love 
affair of the Duke of the Abruzzi and 
Miss Katherine Elkins than the young 
woman herself, 

The dispatch saying that the King of 
Italy yesterday gave his consent to the 
marriage of his cousin and Miss Elkins is 
an obvious error. 

That consent was given long ago, before, 


in fact, the Duke of the Abruzzi made his 
formal proposal for Miss Elkins in Paris | 


last Summer. Without that consent the 
| proposal would not have been made. 
What has prevented the announcement 
of an engagement ever since has been the 
| attitude of Miss Elkins, and of no one 
|else, Even now Miss Elkins tells her 
' closest friends that there is no engage- 
;}ment, but at the same time all these 
| friends expect the wedding to take place. 
| That there has been no formal engage- 
;ment is the strict and Mteral truth, but 
| there has been and is a very thorough un- 
| derstanding between the Duke and Miss 
| Elkins, and it maybe said with the ut- 
| most positiveness that when the Duke re- 
j}turns to the United States the wedding 
| will not be long delayed. 
| Miss Elkins and her family have all 
| been opposed to a formal announcement 
{of an engagement, partly for personal 
reasons and largely becausé of the un- 
pleasant condition which would be certain 
| to result in the publicity that no amount 
of reserve on the part of the youn® wo- 
man and her family could prevent. 

The fact is that horror of the sensa- 
tional inventions of the yellow press has 
|had something to do with the reticence 
| displayed by the family of Miss Elkins 
| regarding the sult which the open action 
lof the Duke of the Abruzzi has made so 
| evident, ‘ 

There has been no question of financial 
settlement, and will be none. 
| Neither will there be any question of 
|religion. Miss Elkins will embrace the 
Catholic faith when the time comes, and 
that consideration has never been an ob- 
stacle. ree 

In diplomatic circles here the marriage 


is expected to take place not later than | 


October. At that time the Duke will have 
reached the rank of Rear Admiral, his 
| promotion having been in the regular or- 
der of service and totally regardless of 
his personal rank. His present vessel, 
the battleship Regina Elena, is his sec- 
ond command. After hig promotion, which 
will be due in September, it is be- 
liéved he will retire to his estate in Turin, 
| with possibly a palace in Rome placed at 
his disposal in the event of his marriage. 
Both Miss Elkins and the Duke are en- 


| tirely satisfied with the situation as it 
pstands at present, and in the wishes of 
their daughter and her royal suitor Sen- 
ator and Mrs. Elkins concur. 

The exchange of hospitality between the 
Elkins family and the Italian Embassy in 
the last two weeks is remarkable only by 
reason of the fact that the Elkins family 
has never been identified with the diplo- 
matic set usually affected by Washing- 
tonians of large means and social promi- 

| nence, neither Mr. nor Mrs. Elkins enter- 
| taining or being entertained by any for- 
eign envoy unless the acquaintance was 
marked by some personal friendship.

No, shouted 
Mr. Brodsky again; the proposition was 
a disgrace to the Student Bo y- 


document, Sirs, be laid upon the table,” 
he shouted, and the motion carried. 

It was the general understanding among 
the students yesterday that they would 
harry Bloch until he left the university. 
They wanted no agreement on his part to 
accept punishment; that was superfluous, 
He has been getting it without any agree- 
ment since he “squealed” away back 
last Fall. 

“Cardinal Wolsey, Superintendent of 
the university grounds; was busy yester- 
day and last night seeing that the juniors 
obeyed the requirements of the suspen- 
sion.

Freshman Bloch Ostracized. 


Freshman Bloch finds himself in a posl- 
tion at college which would be distress- 


ter the grounds, but no one will talk to 
him, and students who are near him jeer 
and hoot at him as he passes. He only 
smiles, 

He may, and does with clocklike regu- 
larity, enter the class rooms, but sits 


apart. If the instructor leaves him alone 
a few moments with his fellows, they call 
him ‘“ squealer,” and hurl books at him. 

Up to last week he could eat in the Com- 
mons, the student eating hall. The man- 
agement indicated to him after the sus- 
pension and strike that if he continued 
to do so the other students would stay out. 
He said that he did not want the manage- 
ment to lose money on his account and 
left. He hasn’t been there since, 

He is not only ostracised; he is actively 
and physically persecuted at every op- 
portunity, which has for its object his 
retirement from the university.

Francher Arrived in Time.

Senator Francher arrived at the Senate 
Chamber a little after 2 o’clock this aft- 
ernoon, during the recess which had been 
declared largely for the purpose of giving 
him time to return.

Cassidy’s Explanation. 


When Cassidy’s name was called he 
begged to be excused from voting in order 
that he might explain his vote. He spoke 
in a voice so low that it could scarcely 
be heard across the Senate Chamber, and 


kept his eves riveted on the desk in front 
of him as he spoke, 
“TI don’t think that thése proposed bills 
mbody the appropriate law to prevent 
the offenses prohibited in the Constitu- 
| tion,”’ said the Senator in his explanation. 
“I feel that it would be superfluous for 
me to go into any explanation of this 
statement. The only thing for me to de- 
termine is whether the Percy Gray law or 
this would be the best and most effective 
jlaw.

The announcement of the vote was re- 
j}ceived with inimense satisfaction by the

HOUSE NAVAL BILL 


Monsters of Delaware Class to 
Cost $6,000,000 Each, Ex- 


clusive of Armament. 
6,000 MORE MEN PROVIDED 


Large Allowance for Target Practice— 
Bill to be Rushed Through 
After Two Days’ Debate. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, April 8—The House 
Committee on Naval Affairs to-day re- 
ported the Naval Appropriation bill after 
a@ long delay caused by the state of un- 
certainty resulting from the sweeping 
charges brought by Representative Lilley 
against the personnel of the committee 
and the lobbying methods of the Electric 
Boat Company. 


It was at first feared by the Republil- | 


can leaders that should the bill be re- 
ported the Democrats would make use 
of the alleged scandal for campaign pur- 
poses. How sure the leaders now are 
that no scandal will be forthcoming is 
shown by the fact that they are going 
to allow nearly two days’ general debate 
on the matter. This debate will end 
either Saturday or Monday, and the bill 
will then be rushed through under special 
rules. 

The chief provisions call for the con- 
etruction of two new battleships, instead 
of the four demanded by the President; 
ten torpedo boat destroyers, eight sub- 
marines, and one sub-surface torpedo 
boat. The battleships will be of the mon- 
ater Delaware class, costing $6,000,000 
apiéce, with $7,000,000 more needed for 
their armament. The total appropriation 
oalled for in the bill is $103,976,518. 

Representative Richmond P. Hobson 
eubmitted a minority report calling for 
four battleships instead of two. 

Next to the provision for ship construc- 
tion comes a section calling for 6,000 ad- 
ditional men for service on ten new ships, 
either newly commissioned or soon to be 
put tm command. The ships are the 
California, Mississippi, Idaho, New Hamp- 
shire, South Dakota, North Carolina, 
Montana, Chester, Birmingham, and Sa- 
lem. 

The appropriation for arming and equip- 
ping the naval militia is increased to 
$100,000 for the purpose of improving the 
reserves. 

An increase of $500,000 over last year’s 
appropriation was allowed in the appro- 
priation for ordnance and ordnance stores, 
mainly for target practice, and because 
there will be in full or partial commis- 
gion during the fiscal year twenty-four 
battleships, twelve first-class cruisers, 
sixty-six second-rate’ and third-rate ves- 
sels, sixty torpedo vessels, and fifty aux- 
fliaries, making a total of 177 vessels. 

The bill further provides an appropria- 
tion of $415,000 for replacing the three- 
pounder and six-pounder guns by three- 
because 
of the increase in the effective range of 
the latest type of torpedo. These new 
guns are designed to give the ships pro- 
tection against long-range torpedo dis- 
charge. ‘Provision is made for other 
changes intended to.keep the. batteries 
of ‘the ships in the highest state of ef- 
ficiency. 


WASHINGTON, April 8&—A_ supple- 
mental report, dated Magdalena Bay, 
March 17, a portion of which touches the 
question of the location of the armor belt 
for battleships, has been received at the 
Navy Department from Admiral Evans. 
In the course of the report the Admiral 
Bays: 

“Bven with smooth seas and practical- 
ly no wind, the swell at times caused such 
rolling and pitching as to expose the lower 


ortion of the armor belt at heavy load; 
fence the lower limit of armor should not 
be raised.”’

OPPOSES THE HEPBURN BILL. 
‘Board of Trade Calls It Discriminatory 
and Dangerous Legislation. 


The New York Board of Trade and 
Transportation, at its meeting yesterday, 
took action condemning the Hepburn bill 


for the amendment of the Sherman anti- 


trust law to exempt labor organizations 
from its provisions, and characterizing it 
| a8 discriminatory and “a dangerous and 
ill-advised plece of legislation.” 

The resolutions were passed in the face 
of the opposition of William Jay Schief- 
felin and Albert Plaut. A substitute for 
the report was moved by Mr. Plaut in the 
shape of a resolution calling for the ap- 
pointment of a commission by the Presi- 
; dent to investigate the subject. The vote 

| was against the Plaut resolution, but the 
opposition was appeased by affixing Mr. 
Plaut’s motion to the report and original 
resolutions, They read: 

Resolved, That the New York Board of Trade 
and TrAnsportation respectfully and earnest- 
ly protests against the enactment of H. R. 
| Bill No, 19,745 introduced by Mr, Hepburn 
,and having for its urpose the amendment 
| of the act of July 2, 1890, known as the “ anti- 
trust’ law, for the following: reasons: 

First: That it is discriminatory in its pro- 
visions for the exemption of different classes 
of organizations from the restrictions and 
penalties of that act. 

Second: That it confers upon the executive 
departments of the Government such power to 
exercise arbitrary control over the commerce 
and industries of the United States, and to 
exercise judicial functions. in relation thereto, 
as may not properly be removed from the 
legislative and judicial branches. 

Third: That its enactment would permit of 
such agreements among employes or employers, 
or between the two classes, as would legalize 
the boycott and the blacklist In thelr most 
comprehensive and destructive forms, and 
would also make possible agreements which, 
by controlling the cost of production or the 
output of labor, might establish most oppres- 
sive restraints of trade. 


The matter of the proposed sectional 
procedure in the construction of subways 
was taken up and a report was read from 
the Committee on City Affairs, condemn- 
ing the scheme. The principal objections 
given were that the construction would 
be uneven, that it would ‘“* commence 
nowhere and end nowhere,” and that even 
under the most favorable circumstances 
the burden would be too heavy for the 
city to carry. 

Calvin Tomkins spoke in favor of the 
scheme and said he believed the opposi- 
tion to the plans and the recent zeal over 
the restrictions of the debt limit are “ all 
part and parcel of a scheme to divest 
the city of its subways and turn them 
over to private interests for a long term 
of years.” 

President McCarroll said that he 
wished to explain to the Board that the 
plan was not to construct the subways 
in sections, but to so frame the contracts 
that the work could be paid for in 
sections from year to year ag the debt 
limit would allow. The report was “ re- 
ceived and placed on file.”’ 

A resolution was passed for the ap- 
pointment of a committee to bring into 
the board a report on the financial status 
of the city with particular reference to 
the debt limit.

WASHINGTON, April 8 — President 
Roosevelt to-day made publio his letter of 
April 2 to the Attorney General directing 
proceedings by injunction to compel cer- 
tain railroads of the South to furnish 
equal accommodations to white and negro 
passengers. 

The letter in part is as follows: 

“To the Department of Justice: It ap- 
pears that the Nashville, Chattanooga & St. 
Louis Railway Company has not complied 
with the order of the commission to fur- 
nish the same facilities to colored passen- 
gers paying first-class fare that are fur- 
nished to white passengers paying first- 
class fare. From time to time various 
complaints have been made to me by 
reputable colored people to the effect that 
the accommodations furnished to colored 
persons on certain railways are filthy and 
inadequate, compared to the same accom- 
modations furnished to white passengers 
paying the same fare, 

“The commission has taken what is 
unquestionably the right ground: That 
where separate accommodations are pro- 
vided ‘or white and colored passengers 
the accommodations for colored passen- 
gers shall be as good as those furnished 
to white passengers for the same money. 

“In this particular case where the rail- 
way has neglected to comply with the 
order of the commission it is important 
that compliance with this order be imme- 
diately obtained. I suggest that you pro- 
ceed to enforce the order by injunction 
proceedings unless, in your judgment, 
some other course is preferable.

which tried the teacher, opposed the com- 
mittee’s report fixing the punishment ata 
fine. : 

“Tt was a brutal assault of a man ona 
little, defenseless boy,"’ said Mr. Somers, 
“it was not mere chastisement. 

“The boy did not look more than 8| 
years old, though I understand that he is| 
13. When he came before the committee} 
he was a pitiful sight, unable even then 
to hold his head up on account of the in- 
juries inflicted by this man, hired by this 
board. Those injuries were inflicted by 
the man’s fist, too. 

“There was absolutely no provocation 
for such a beating.”’ 

Mr. Somers concluded by offering an 
amendment fixing the teacher’s punish- 
ment at dismissal. 

Several members expressed surprise that 
the boy had been beaten so badly, and it 
was brought out that the boy had jumped 
out of line and run away, and for this the 
teacher called him into his room and pun- 
ished him. 

Chairman Stern followed Mr. Somers in 
a statement from the committee, declar- 
ing that the teacher had admitted whip- 
ping the child in a fit of anger, and that 
nowhere could there be found any 
justification for the violation of the 
board's by-laws. The Principal examined | 
the boy’s neck and hand within an hour 
after the chastisement, and could find no 
bruises, and it was stated that the lad 
had gotten into a fight after the school 
incident and been further injured. This 
could not be verified, but it left a doubt in 
the committee’s mind. 

Dr. Dennis J. McDonald declared also 
that it was ‘‘a case of assault,’’ and that 
the teacher should be dismissed at once, 
He agreed with Mr. Somers fully. 

In the discussion it was incidentally 
brought out that the board and the teach- 
ers are at a loss to know how to enforce 
discipline in the schools. A committee, it 
was stated, was now wrestling with this 
question, 

The amendment offered by Commission- 
er Somers was lost by a vote of 29 to 5 
and the report of the committee adopted.

KILLS HIS MOTHER 
FOR FANCIED WRONGS 


Carlin, Just Out of Jail, Shoots 
His Parent and Tries to 
Murder His Sister. 


HIS ACT WAS DELIBERATE 


Youthful Murderer Uses Money Given 
Him to Start Life Anew to Buy Re 
volver with Which Killing Was Done. 


Just released from a reformatory, twen- 
ty-one-year-old Bernard Carlin shot and 
killed his widowed mother, Mrs. Susan 
Carlin, in her home, 587 Quincy Street, 
Brooklyn, yesterday afternoon, because 
she had “not done the right thing by 
him.” The murder was a deliberate one, 
committed with a pisto] bought with 
money given to him by the Superintendent 
of the reformatory to stat anew in life, 
After killing his mother, Carlin attempt- 
ed to shoot his sister, but had already 
discharged all the cartridges in his re- 
volver. It is belfeved he planned to kill 
all the members of his family. The mur- 
derer tried to escape, but was captured 
after a struggle, When arrested, he de- 
clared that he was glad he had put his 
parent out of the world. 

Carlin appears to have been {noorrigible 
since his childhood, most of his life hav- 
ing beeh spent in truant schools and re- 
forming institutions, The offense for 
which he was committed to the Elmira 
Reformatory was the theft of a horse and 
wagon from a merchant in Wallabout 
Market. He was sentenced by County 
Judge Aspinall in March, 1906 Later he 
waa transferred from the reformatory to 
the prison at Napanoch, Carlin was re- 
leased from the latter place on Tuesday, 
As he was leaving he was given $10 by 
the Superintendent. He spent Tuesday 
night in a Brooklyn lodging house and 
yesterday morning began drinking, The 
more whisky he drank the more he brood- 
ed over his fancied wrongs at the hands 
of his mother, By afternoon he had 
worked himself into a state of mind to do 
murder, With the money he had left Car- 
lin bought a revolver. He was careful to 
get a weapon of good make, as he didn’t 
want one which might miss fire, 

With the revolver in his pocket Carlin 
appeared at the apartment house where 
his mother, who was 58 years old, lived 
with another son, Anthony, and her 
daughter, Mary. In response to his ring 
Mrs, Carlin opened the door, Without a 
word of warning her son thrust the pistol 
into her face, and fired a bullet into her 
head. As she fell he fired four more 
bullets into her body, killing hen As 
Carlin ran into the flat he was con- 
fronted by his sister. In his excitement 
he forgot that he had disoharged all the 
cartridges in the revolver, and began 
snapping the trigger of the pistol at the 
girl. B. F, Harrison, who Ives on the 
floor above, ran downstairs and snatched 
the revolver from the young man’s hand. 
He grappled with Carlin, but the latter 
broke from him, and, Jumping over the 
body of his mother, fled to the street 
with Harrison in pursuit. George Ponyies 
of 616 Quincy Street and Edward Sautell 
of 1,250 Thirty-eighth Street, who were 
passing, joined in the chase, and Carlin 
was caught at the cornen He fought his 
captors desperately, but was finally over- 
powered and turned over to Capt. Kelly 
and Detectives Britton, Corr, and Robert- 
eon of the Gates Avenue Station, 

The murderer did not seem to repent of 
his act. He appeared to think that he 
had been justified in killing his mother, 

‘She never did the right thing by me,” 
said he. ‘ Nearly all my life she has had 
me in institutions. Why, when I was 
only two or three years old she put me 
in an asylum, Because of her I was al- 
ways doing a bit somewhere. While I 
was a kid in the asylum I contracted a 
disease of the eyes and it has made me 
half blind. 

“When I would be discharged from one 


institution she would have me committed 
to some other place. Although I am 21 
years old, I have not had my freedom 
more than five vears. I have felt sore 
about this for a long time and IT made up 
my mind to get square for it all, I killed 
my mother to get even for what she had 
done to me, and I’m not sorry for it, 
either. I suppose this means my finish, 
but I don’t care.”’

Not Gulity, Reply to Charges of Vlo- 
lating the Penal Code. 


Joseph H. Sulzbacher of the stock bro- 
kerage firm of Sulzbacher & Co. was ar- 
raigned yesterday before Judge Crain in 
General Sessions, and through his coun- 
sel, James W. Osborne, pleaded not gullty 
to the three indictments filed by tho 
Grand Jury on Tuesday, charging him 
with grand larceny, forgery, and viola- 
tions of Sections 111 and 118 of the Penal 
Code, which relate to interfering with the 
appearance of witnesses. The privilege 
of changing the plea and of making fur- 
ther motions was reserved for a week.

GALE-SWEPT SEAS 


Gallant Rescue of Shipwrecked 
Fishermen by Volunteers 
from the Volturno. 


ONE LIFEBOAT SMASHED 


Twenty-elght Men Taken from the Dis- 
masted Schooner Champagne— 
Hauled Aboard by Life Lines. 


Twenty-elght men who gafled from St. 
Malo, France, for St. Plerre, Miquelon, 
two months ago in the little French fish- 
ing schooner Champagne arrived Perse, 
day as passengers on the New York and | 
Continental liner Volturno. They were| 
picked up in mid-ocean on March 27, | 
Their schooner had been wrecked In a 
gale, and before leaving her the men set 
her on fire, 

The Volturno was bound from Rotter- 
dam for this port on March 27. While 
fighting her way through a gale she sight- 
ed the Champagne flying distress signals. 

At 7:80 o'clock next morning the work 
of rescue started with Chief Officer Mo- 
Intosh and four volunteers. 

-The wind was still blowing a gale, and 
the sea was running high. It was only 
oceasionally that the rescuers could see, 
the schooner. She was almost submerged, 
with the sea breaking clean over her. 
The men had lashed themselves to the 
stumps of the masts to prevent being 
washed overboard, 

It was two hours before the rescuers 
could get away, and even then oll had to| 
be used, Every man worea life belt. The 
men from the Champagne had to jump 
overboard with lines about them and 
drift down so that they could be picked 
up by the men in the small boat. Fourteen 
men were taken on the first trip and} 
were hauled on board the Volturno by 
lines, The LUfeboat was smashed when 
she got to the steamer. Another boat was 
launched and in her the men again made 
the perilous trip between schooner and 
steamer, bringing back in safety the other 
fourteen men. 

Capt. Delalande of the Champagne sald | 
that they had sailed from St. Malo for a| 
fishing cruise off the Banks, their ulti- 
mate destination belng St. Pierre. They 
had had a stormy trip, and two days be- 
fore help came they had begun to leak. 

What the crew denlored most of all was 
the loss of 140 squabs and 26 barrels of 
wine, for the schooner had been stocked | 
for an eight months’ cruise. The Volturno 
carried elghty steerage passengers, who 
watched with interest the work of rescue.

Taylor, Who Disappeared 26 Years 
Ago, Now a Respected Merchant.

W. L. Lathrop’s Paintings In Oll 
and in Water Color Shown, 
Also Sketches. 


SOME STRONG LANDSCAPES 


An Art That Is Notably Individual and 
Expresses Nature with Force 
and Refinement. 


The group of paintings in oll and water 

color by W. L. Lathrop now on view at 
the Montross Galleries, 872 Fifth Avenue, 
not only have incontestable merit, but 
have also a note of individuality that 
makes itself felt, curiously, more im the 
finished paintings than in the brisk 
sketches accompanying them. This indi- 
cates apparently that the painter’s point 
of view is not so exclusively his own as 
his sentiment for nature, since the point 
of view is the basis and substance of the 
sketch, and the expression of a sentiment 
may very well be a slow process, a grad- 
ual unfolding of a mental mood. The 
most reminiscent canvag in the collection 
is “ The Old Mill Race,” in which it tg fm- 
possible to avoid receiving a reminder of 
an earlier master of landscape from the 
gray-green silhouette of the trees at the 
| Tight, tremulous against the clouds; the 
| curving road and silvery pool, and the 
| gray sky, all held in a cool tone and in- 
| nocent, with the exception of the slightly 
leaden wall of the sky, of any suggestion 
of pigment. Yet even this composition 
is not imitative. It is merely a successful

The landscape entitled “ Early Spring” 
contains, on the other hand, the very

simple one—a hillside with sparse trees 
and shrubs, a slow stream meandering 
through the fereground, the linear per- 
spective of the scene clearly marked by 

the placing of the trees and by the 
} stream’s banks, the color perspective less 
closely observed, and a general nobility 
of effect due to the wide horizon, the un- 
obstructed outlook over the more or less 
monotonous land, the almost monumental 
character of the rugged ground.

It may be doubted whether any other 
dramatist has ever succeeded in getting 
as much of Cervantes’s story into one 
play as Paul Kester, whose version of 
“ Don Quixote ’’ was laboriously acted by 
Mr. Sothern and his company at the Lyric 
Theatre last night, but it is one thing to 
get things into a play and quite another 
for the audience to get them out. 

Mr. Sothern. on his part, has gone to 
much effort and expense, and so far his 
purpose deserves respectful admiration. 
But even with the assistance of active and. 
lusty-lunged players, constantly on the 
go and constantly striving to “‘ get things 
over,” the impossible cannot be accom- 
plished. 

Not many less reams were employed in 
the preparation of Mr. Kester’s manu- 
script than were required to hold the 
original, or so at least it seemed, as the 
actors attempted to unfold it. Bustle 
there was in plenty—somewhat too much 
of it—and cackling laughter and noisy 
shouts, with yards upon yards of talk, 
and endless explanations; and action, too, 
of a kind, but to follow it all meant labor. 

No doubt due reverence was observed, 
which seems « pity, since it was quite ap- 
parent that had Mr. Koster loved Cer- 
vantes less there would have been less 
of the book, and possibly then more of 
a play. and had Mr. Sothern loved Quixote 


less there might have been fewer of the 
long speeches, which 


} unintelligible or tedious and uninteresting 
|long before they reached a period. 

There is much of repetition in the play, 
repetition of speeches, that if not identical 
amount to the same thing in the end, and 
|repetition again of incidents which if not 
‘exactly the same are so nearly parallel 
| that the effect is gone before a climax has 
been reached. And the practical jests of 
Samson Carraro and of Nicholas, the bar- 
ber, with the later jests of the Duke 
Ricardo and his Duchess, are so long in 
coming to a head that the fun is out long 
before the point is driven home, Seeing 
these people at their pranks is a good 
deal like playing nine-pins in an alley 
where you set ‘em up yourself. The fun 
doesn’t last long enough to pay for the 
trouble. 

The introduction of a secondary love 
interest concerning the hapless Dorothea 
de Clenardo, whose husband has forsaken 
her to woo another lady, only serves to 
delay such action as there is without in 
{any sense providing ample excuse for its 
| existence. The most famous incidents of 
the book—the encounter with the wind- 
mills, the attack on the flock of sheep, 
and the destruction of the wineskins—one 
gets only In the hearsay, but this is not 
to say that there is a lack of active de- 
tails of the Sorrowful Knight’s ad- 
ventures. 

Don Quixote lays about him more than 
once with his tall lance or his sword, and 
his enemies go down like the victims of 
the little tailor in the famous fairy story. 
So, too, we see him in his sentimentaj 
| moods, with a wonderfully gentle dignity, 
as Mr. Sothern acts him, for try as he 
will it is the man’s more melancholy mood 
that persistently comes over. That is the 
mood which reaches us as he stands in 
the neryers at watch over his armor, 
and as it impresses itself in his impas- 

sioned apostrophies to the beloved ul- 
cinea del Tobosco. And the cadavarous 

features, with the high cheekbones and 
the gray hollows under the eyes—a splen- 

did piece of make-up—help to create a 
lfeeling of sympathy instead of mirth. 
There are moments, of course, where Don 
Quixote must be laughed at by reason 
of the ridiculous situations to which his 
madness drives him, and here Mr. Soth- 
ern’s seriousness, as is quite right, pro- 
vides a part of the illusion. 

The réle is very long, and his voice was 
not always equal to the task, especially 
as the supers and the supporting actors 
seemed to know little of restraint; but, 
considering the difficulties, his personal 
success was considerable, 

It is not a performance that can be un- 
hesitatingly commended, but it is one of 
Ciguities purpose. And as such it merits 

raise. 

- Mr. Buckstone’s Sancho Panza provided 
most of the comedy. He wisely refrained 
from too much buffoonery. At the outset 
he was occasionally indistinct, but as he 
gained confidence and as his audience 
warmed to him the character mellowed 
‘n his hands, and the scene of his 
Governorship of the Island of Barataria, 
with the incident of the dinner at which 
he is denied all food, was carried forward 
in a spirit of excellent drollery. Sancho’s 
many proverbs, and his repetitions of his 
masters’ final phrases were spoken as 
they should be, the one with breathless 
eagerness, the other with adoration ex- 
pressed in every syllable. 

Of the others, Mr. Reichert, who spoke 
“he protogue excellently; Mr. Wright, Miss 
Reed, Miss Hanson, and Miss Hammond 
iid all that could in reason be expected. 
The ensembles were generally overloud 
and out of key with the moods of the 
scenes in which they occurred, but there 
was much richness of scene and costume, 
and an intelligent and interesting employ- 
ment of subordinating effects in music 
and light. 

The performance began promptly at 7:45 
as advertised, but persons who had 
responded to the request to be in their 
seats at that hour were needlessly an- 
noyed by late comers, who were shown to 
their seats ail througn the first act. If 
the management in a ase of this kind ex- 
pects its wisaes to be respected more con- 
sideration shov:d be snown to those who 
arrive on time.

ELGAR’S “KING OLAF” SUNG. 


Excellent Performance of the Cantata 
by the People’s Choral Union. 


One of the most valuable agencies of 
musical culture which this city has known 
is the People’s Choral Union, an organi- 
zation brought into being by the genius 
and unselfish devotion of Mr. Frank Dam- 
rosch. It is composed, in its membership 
of seven or eight hundred, entirely of 
wage earners, whose innate love of music 
has been stirred into expression by the 
inspiration of Mr, Damrosch’s teaching. 
Out of this heterogeneous body has grown 
up a choral soclety that is entitled to a 


very warm place in the affections of all 
who appreciate the value of an intelli- 
gent and healthy musical stimulus in the 
community.

NOTED HORSEMAN DEAD. 
Frank Ferguson Warred Upon Dishon- 
est Coachmen—Won First Blue Ribbon. 


Frank Ferguson, owner of the San Fran- 
cisco stables at 120 West Fifty-second 
Street, well known among horsemen as an 
exhibitor and trainer of fine horses, died 
of heart disease at his home, 224 West 
Fifty-second Street, on Tuesday. Mr, 
Ferguson had been ill nearly six months, | 
and, according to his family, had worried 
himself ill in his ten years’ fight to stop 
the tipping and commission system of 
coachmen employed by many of his 
wealthy patrons. 

The fight against the system raged so 
bitterly for several years that when Mr. 
Ferguson's stable was burned down six 
years ago, he said it was the work of an 
incendiary and an outcome of his warfare 
against the system. Many coachmen who 
had been proved dishonest attributed 
their dismissals to Mr. Ferguson's war 
against their system, 

r. Ferguson was the first winner of 
the blue ribbon in the light harness class 
at the New York Horse Show, and for 
several years thereafter repeated his tri- 
umph in that class. For over forty years 
his stable housed noted horses, while 
among the famous ones bred by himself 
was the trotter Georgena, 2:07%, winner 
of the ten-thousand-dollar Charter Oak 
Stakes at Hartford, Conn. 

Mr. Ferguson was born in Cohoes, this 
State, fifty-seven years ago. A widow and 
daughter survive him. 


Miss Harriet Kissam. 


Miss Harriet Kissam died in Peekskill, 
N. Y., on Sunday last. She was born on 
June 20, 1820. Her father was Dr. Benja- 
min P. Kissam of this city, a Surgeon in 
the United States Navy, who died on Oct, 
26, 1828.

BLACK HAND RUMOR J. 


| CAUSES SCHOOL PANIG 


'Many Children Hurt in Newark 


When Parents Surround 


Public Institution. 


FEARED DYNAMITE PLOT 


Idle Report Spread by Boys Leads 
Italians to Demand Children’s Re- 
lease—Pupils Hurt Leaving Building. 


Fifteen hundred frantic men and wo- 
men, parents of children in the Seventh 
Avenue public school in Newark, most of 
whom were Italians, surrounded the build- 
ing yesterday morning on report of a 
“ Black Hand” threat that the structure 


was to be destroyed by dynamite. Be- 
fore the police could clear the streets a 


panic had resulted in which many chil- 
dren were injured, two seriously. 

Efforts to reassure the parents of the 
children were unsuccessful, and a rush for 
the doors followed. This was repelled, 
and while the crowd surged around the 


doors and attempted to force them, Prin- 


cipal J. C, MeLaury formed the pupils 
for fire drill and ordered them to leave 
the building by a rear door. News of 
this reached the crowd, and there was a 
rush for the yard of the school. Parents 
and children met, and the latter were 
thrown to the ground ‘| the rush, tram- 
pled upon, and driven back against the 
school building. Almost as soon as the 
excitement from the cries of the children 
and the rush of the men and women start- 
ed, it was over. When the police arrived 
every one engaged in the affair was busy 
carrying home injured children, while oth- 
ers were running to summon doctors. 

Seriously injured and unable to walk, 
eight-year-old Attilo Ciccone was car- 
ried by the police to a near-by doctor 
and later taken to St. Michael’s Hospital. 
Antoinetta Ruglio, 13 years old, was found 
in a semi-conscious state and was taken 
to the office of Dr. F. A. Caruso, who is 
taking care cf hem She was trampled 
upon. Other injured children were car- 
ried to their homes by their parents. 

At 8 o'clock yesterday morning an un- 
known Italian woman called upon Prin- 
cipal McLaury and told him that she had 
heard a man say that the school was to 
be blown up by dynamite as the result of 
an extensive “ Black Hand” plot. Others 
followed the woman and told the same 
story. Principal McLaury reassured all 
of them, and they went away, only to 
gather later in front of the school with 
demands that their children be sent to 
them. As soon as the police had suc- 
ceeded in clearing the streets after the 
anic, the school was ordered closed. St. 
4ucy’s parochial school, which is near the 
Seventh Avenue school, was also ordered 
closed, as the same rumors had reached it, 


LOADED CHINAMAN UP A TREE. 


Policeman Has Several Cilmbs Before 
Getting Him and His Laundry. 
Policeman Hemmer heard strange noises 
in the branches of a tree in the Fort 
Washington woods, at 195th Street and 
Broadway, early yesterday morning, and, 


i glancing upward, saw a Chinaman hang- 


ing out on the limbs a green sweater, a 
pair of bright yellow trousers, pink shoes, 
and a white shirt. 

“Come down, you heathen,” ordered the 
policeman, Hemmer couldn't repeat the 
Chinaman’s answer later. Then Hemmer 
climbed the tree. As he went up one 
side the Chinaman came down the other. 
So down came Hemmer, but up went the 
Chinaman at the same time. Up went 
Hemmer again, and down came the 
Chinaman, and then they repeated the 
performance until Hemmer was back on 
the ground with the Chinaman over his 
head.

Langdon Smith, the war correspondent, 
died last night at his home, 148 Midwood 
Street, Brooklyn. He had been ill with a 
severe cold for only a few days previous 
to his death.

Ticket with C. H. Badeau In Lead 
Put Up Against Budd 
Administration. 


LIBERALS VS.CONSERVATIVES 


The Latter Are Expected to Renoml- 
nate President Budd — The 
Election on May 11. 


For the first time since President Ogden 
D. Budd of the Consolidated Exchange 
was elected on the reform ticket two years 
ago the Exchange is to have an election 
contest.

IRON AND STEEL NOTES, 


Prices Being Desirable. 


Commenting on the situation in the 
trade, The Iron Age says: 


The feeling among manufacturers of iron and 
steel is that prices should be maintained, al- 
though it is admitted that this is likely to be 
more difficult during the next few mon 
during the period after the panic, because mer-~- 
chants and consumers have now worked off 
stocks. purchased at old prices, for which they 
claimed and got protection, It is understood 
that if a lowering of prices should become de- 
sirable no action will be taken by the leading 
interests without prior consultation. 

The statistics of coke and anthracite pig fron 
collected by The Iron Age show that the out- 
put in March was 1,228,204 gross tons, as com- 
pared with 1,077, 746 tons in February, 4 short 
month.

590 tons on April 1, as compared with 267,437 
on March 1. This is due chiefly to the fact 
that a number of large steel works furnaces 
in the Pittsburg district blew out toward the 
end of March.

The outlook for structural material {s fair, to 
judge from the considerable tonnage which 
will be required for undertakings which are 
pretty sure to be carried out. Unfortunately 
many of them drag.

THE POLICE AGAIN 


Poses as a Victimized Bride and 
Causes an_ Innocent 
Woman's Arrest. 


MADE A LARCENY CHARGE 


And Looking Through the Rogues’ 
Gallery Past Her Own Picture 
Chose a Prisoner to Fit It. 


Kitty Joyce, known to every policeman 
who ever patrolled the Tenderloin for the 
number of practical jokes she has perpe- 
trated at their expense, wulked into 
Police Headquarters yesterday and fooled 
Inspector McCafferty and half a dozen 
Central Office detectjves into believing 
ber an unfortunate bride from Flagstaff, 
Ariz., who hed been robbed of $1,700. 
Once before she smeared red ink on her 
forehead «nd rode in an ambulance to 
Roosevelt Hospital as an attempted sui- 
cide. Once again she was carried to the 
Morgue, apparently dead from carbolic 
acid poisoning. When she afrived there 
she sat up and laughed at the Morgue 
keepers, 

With eyes red from weeping, and in a 
pathetically DSroken voice, which left no 
doubt in the minds of her hearers of the 
truth of her story, she confided to In- 
spector McCaiferty yesterday how she 
had been lunching in a Broadway restau- 
rant with ner husbarg of only a month. 


when they had seen a young girl partak- 
ing only of toast and tea. 

“I though she might be without funds,”’ 
explained Mrs. John J. Donnelly, as Kitty 
Joyce called herself this time, ‘‘so I 
asked my husband to invite her to lunch 
with us. He did so, and when John left 
us to attend to some business downtown, 
this girl and myself went shopping. We 
had a drink or two in a café, and when 
I came to my senses again I was wander- 
ing around Broadway, near Forty-seventh 
Street. A roll of bills, $1,700 in all, which 
I had carried in my waist, ‘was missing.”’ 

“Mrs. Donnelly” was invited to look 
over the pictures in the Rogues’ Gallery, 
and, carefully skippin her own, which 
the police say is No. 397, she finally se- 
lected the picture of a woman whom the 
police knew to be living in West Thirty- 
elghth Street as the young woman who 
had robbed her, 

“Why, this woman is well known to us, 
Madam,’ said Inspector McCafferty gal- 
lantly. ‘I regret that you should have 
been so unfortunate as to meet her on 
your first visit to New York. But it is 
well we know her, for my men will get 
your money back for you.” 

Then the Inspector called Detectives 
Carbonelle, Carrette, and Toner, and 
after introducing them to “Mrs. Donnel- 
ly’ ~_orn her misfortune to them. 
“ Mrs, onnelly’’ agreed to accompany 
them, and the quartet went to West 
Thirty-elghth Street. When a young wo- 
man came to the door of the house at 
which they stopped she exclaimed: 

“Yes, that’s the woman. Oh, you un- 
grateful wretch, when I took you up and 
fed you. Oh, how could you rob me?” 

The young woman stared in amazement. 
She wept and protested that she knew 
nothing about it when the detectives told 
her she must go to Headquarters. There 
“Mrs. Donnelly "’ continued to berate her. 
The girl said she was Prue Salky of 245 
West Thirty-eighth Street, and denied 
that she had ever met ‘ Mrs, Donnelly,” 
much less robbed her. 

“Give me $700 and I'll call it square,” 
said ‘‘ Mrs. Donnelly” at last, and then 
the suspicions of the detectives were 
aroused. When “ Mrs. Donnelly’ assert- 
ed suddenly that she was a friend of In- 
spector Russell, Detective Carrette called 
the Inspector into the room from the hal!

Miss Joyce denied her identity for some

She and the young woman whose arrest 
she caused were both arraigned before 
Magistrate Moss in the Night Court who 
recognized Miss Joyce and paroled the 
other woman, the complainant failing to 
roduce evidence against her.

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JURY PLAYED POKER. 


Asbury Park’s Horse Case Had to Wait 
the End of a Round of “ Jacks.” 


ASBURY PARK, N. J., April 8.—Poker 
with a 10-cent ante anda a quarter Hmit, 
with plenty of liquids to accompany it, 
is said to have helped a jury at Belmar in 
the office of Justice Milo H. Crego last 
night to pass the time while reaching a 
verdict in a suit over a horse.

There was @ warm argument, much nod- 
ding of heads, banging of hands on 
knees, and after a time it became appar- 
ent the jury was hung. The argument 
died down and the six sat silent. inally 
some one produced a deck of cards. The 
crowd watched for the cut, thinking the 
issue was to be decided by the run of the 
cards, 

Nickels and dimes, quarters and: half 
dollars, appeared in a few minutes. A 
round of jackpots, 10 cents ante, quarter 
limit, witnesses say, was on. Some one 
sent for hottled beer and the jury seemed 
agreed not to agree. 

Finally, a little after 2 o’clock this 
morning, Justice Crego was sent for. The 
jury was still split, two holding out for 
a verdict of $35, several favoring a small- 
eramount. The Justice, it is alleged, sug- 
gested that the factions grade the 
amounts up and down until the amount 
was split. There was a lot of bickering; 
some went up, others down, until a ver- 
dict of $17 was awarded Rose for the 
seizure of his horse,
